He 
was the subject of a sedition investigation by the Bureau 
during World War II on the basis of material contained in 
”bational Defense” which was critical of the Vfar Department 
and was the subject of an Illegal Wearing of Uniform 
investigation in 194. and 1943 on the basis that the 
stationery used by Hoeppel contained the United States 
Marine Corps insignia; however, prosecution was declined in 
both instances, (10D-2B217) 

The ^American Nationalist” is a monthly publication 
published in Inglewood, California, Los Angeles file 100-7945, 
Its editor, Frank L. Britton, a veteran of World War II and 
former student at the University of Southern California, 
reportedly opposes communism, racial integration and related 
movements which he ascribes to Jewish initiative and, 
consequently, has been labeled as anti-Semitic and a 
hatemonger, (105-22921) 


Correspondent says her husband, a retired Navy 
officer, subscribes to ^National Defense" and she is 
concerned because letters to her from J, H, Hoeppel in 
answer to inquiries concerning the subscription to the 
publication are addressed "Dear Comrade," She thinks 
"Comrade" smacks of communism and she is, therefore, suspicious 
of Hoeppel, She states that the last letter she received 
from him (postmarked 9-20-53) enclosed the pamphlet by the 
"American Nationalist" which is against Jews and inquires 
what right has any person to send such propaganda through 
the mail* The Bureau has previously (as late as 4-3-58) 
brought to the attention or the Post Office Department the 
receipt of complaints that the "American Nationalist" publications 
should be barred from the mail* Since correspondent admittedly 
received the panrohlet she enclosed on 9-20-53, it is not 
believed desirable to send it to Post Office Department or to 
comment in our reply to her concerning her question*

The desegregation movement has shifted 
to Atlanta, Ga, This writer predicted in an 
editorial in The Telegram a year ago that 
the battle for integration for the rest of 
the South would be won or lost at Atlanta, 

This Atlanta movement is not completely 
understandable to a Negro who thinks, and 
who wants to see his race advance on all 
fronts. Atlanta is the Negro capitol of the 
world. There is no city anywhere in the 
world where Negroes own as much as those 
in Atlanta. 

It is the Negro business, educational and 
cultural center of the world. There is no 
other city that has 6 Negro cpUeges and 
univer,sities. There are 228 Negro college 
instructors and professors employed by 
these 6 institutions. 

It appears that the Negro leaders are a 
little off in their thinMng. The State of 
Georgia would give those 6 schools of Mgh- 
er learning whatever millions they needed 
to make them second to none, and it ap- 
pears to me that any sensible Negro would 
rather attend a school operated by ids own 
race than he would one operated by others. 

What will happ to these 6 colleges 
and universities if Negroes are admitted to 
the white colleges of the State? What will 
happen to these 238 instructors and pro- 
fessors under integration? What will happen 
to the other 4 Nep colleges in the State? 

Someone has definitely sold the Nep 
leaders a bill of goods on inteptioh to the 
extent that they are. willing, to -sacrifice 
economic advantages for the mere privi- 
lige of associating with others on an equal 
basis.

They do not take 
handouts from official or 
semi-official sources. They 
don’t print what they are told 
without checking to see if it _ 
is true or not, or if it has 
some purpose behind it. They 
go out and dig up the facts - 
they see for themselves, lat 
is true reporting. 

The showplace of Communist 
Russia is its capital, Moscow. 

A great new hotel, only two 
years old, looks ten times as 
old. Its creeping elevators, - 
with doors which stick, would 
not be allowed in an American 
building; The bathroom tiles 
are already loose. Incident- 
ally, there is ostensibly no 
12th floor in this 30-storey 
structure. That floor is 
occupied by a contingent of 
the Soviet Secret Police, 
with facilities for tapping 
every room in the building! 

This is a good indication of 
how much freedom foreign vis- 
itors have in Russia. 

There are rows and rows of , 
new apartment houses in Mos- 
cow. They are all alike. The 
masonry is cracked and the 
bricks are crumbling, The 
buildings are only 50 feet 
deep. Behind them, as Mr. Peg- 
ler discovered by looking 
beyond the j.acades, are old 
log house's - still occupied 
and surrounded by filth. The 
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apartment houses are new, .but 
they are already falling 
apart. The rooms are small, 
partitioned by curtains. 
Laundry hangs on lines strung 
across these tiny rooms. Mr. 
deToledano said Moscow was 
the only city he had ever 
seen “which builds its slums 
new.” In the entire city there 
are only two groups of build- 
ings which do not need paintj 
plaster or overhauling. One 
is the pre-revolutionary 
structures. The other is the 
building which houses the 
MW-the Soviet Secret Police. 

Ihere are no super-highways 


in Russia. The much- touted. 
Red industrial system turns 
•out only 100,000 cars a year, 
te produce around five or six 
miilm cars a year. Even the 
four-lane highway leading in- 
to Moscow has broken paving 
and big holes. Its traffic 
consists mainly of trucks,. 
Most other roads in Russia 
would not be pemitted to ex- 
ist in the United States. The 
Russians’ great jet plane 
seems the height of luxury to 
them. Anericans would be more 
comfortable in the crudest 
plane of a non-scheduled air- 
line in Anerica.

RED CROSS BLOOD BANKS PEDDLE CONTAMINATED NEGRO BLOOD I 


When alien raoe-mlxlrtg propaganda finds its way into the olassroom and S-unday 
school, there to poison the minds and morals of this nation *s youth, it is clear- 
ly a matter for serious concern. But T^ien the same propaganda reaches into the 
hospital clinic and operating room to jeopardize the lives of the sick and dying, 
it is nothing , short of criminal. Such 1s the case with the Red Cross policy of 
mixing Negro and white blood in its blood banks. 

The Red Cross adopted the policy .of ^indi.sprimlnately mixing Negro and white 
b 1 o o d s e ve r^i y e^a r a ago as a result of "pressure from numerous professional race- 
mixing groups such as the NAACP, the Urban League, the Anti -Defamation League of 
B'rjal B*rlth and others who shrlllv insist that... "all human blood is the same 
because all the races are the same”. In other words, the Red Cross decision was 
baaed not on medical facta, but upon propaganda considerations pure and simple. 

The criminal implications of the Red Cross ^a policy of mixing Negro and white 
blood lies in the fact that there are significant differences between Negro and 
white blood — a fact which has been known (thou^ suppressed) for generations. 

A substantial percentage of the Negro population is afflicted with the so-called 
"sickle cell trait", a genetic or hereditary blood characteristic peculiar to the 
Negro race. When two Negroes with. this trait have offspring, they are sickly and 
sometimes die. Whites do not inherit the sickle cell malady, but when sickle cell 
contaminated blood is given to ailing white patients, severe damage can result. 

Despite these well known facta , the Red Cross prefers to endanger the lives of 
tens of thousands of sick and dying white patients by exposing them to contamin- 
ated Negro blood transfusions rather than concede that Negro and white blood do 
differ. In fact, the Red Cross refuses to even teat Negro blood for the sickle 
cell trait for fear of the adverse propaganda such a procedure would attract... 

To correct this shameful and criminal practice , the state of Louisiana has 
already passed laws compelling the Red Cross and other organizations to label all 
blood by the race of its donor. Other states are considering similar legislation. 
But until such protection 1s universally afforded, the health and the very lives 
of countless thousands of ill and dying patients will continue to be jeopardized 
by blood transfusions which the Red Cross refuses to identify by race, and lAhlch 
it even refuses to test for the dread "sickle cell" malady.

SICKLE CELL TRAIT CAUSES 

As the first Negro enrolled at Trans World Airlines’ 
stewardess school in Kansas City last month, petite 
New Yorker Margaret Grant was not too different from 
her four white ro’ommates. Like them, the 21-year-old 
Hunter College graduate had mentally cataloged TWA’s 
nine different airplane types, memorized code names 
of cities along its air routes, became familiar with gal- 
ley operations aloft. Despite her studiousness, how- 
ever, Margaret did not graduate with her class last 
week. She was dropped on the ninth day of training 
when doctors discovered she had inherited a blood dis- 
order which made flying dangerous to her health. The 
disorder: sickle cell trait. 

Margaret, one of an estimated 1,520,000 XT. fe. Negroes 
(eight per cent) who are poor flying risks because of 
thp abnormal trait discovered in 1910, had always been 
healthy although “slightly on the thin side.” And while 
she will probably never suffer from her blood disorder, 
it has made her especially selective about a future 
husband.

How can an unsuspecting person know he has sickle 
cell trait? The answer: through tests. These tests 
have been routinely administered for 12 years at Chi- 
cago’s Michael Reese Hospital. 

“You can’t tell people not to have children,” says 
famed hematologist Dr. Aaron Josephson. “But we feel 
we should warn coupleF with sickle cell trait of possible 
dangers to their children.” 

■ Hospital, researchers siphon a drop of blood from' pa- 
tients, slide it under a microscope, look for red blood 
cells that normally resemble a batch of poker chips. 
After they add a special chemical, however, odds are 
*25-2 the cells will change into bizarre, elongated, cres- 
cent shapes indicating the presence of hemoglobin S. 
In high altitude flying a lack of oxygen in the blood- 
stream triggers the same sickling reaction, “piles up” 
misshapen sickle cells in the small capillaries of such 
organs as the spleen and liver, causes them to swell and 
become irritated.

Bombing Faked In Little Rock 

To Arouse Sympathy For Negroes 

LITTLE EOCK — ^Two years ago, when the hysteria over the syna- 
gogue bombing in Atlanta, Georgia, was at its height, the American 
Nationalist (June, 1958) ran a front page article entitled: *^Senseless 
Synagogue Bombings Condemned”, in which it was pointed out that the 
act was obviously pei^petrated . . . ‘‘by someone hoping fb generate pity 
for Jews and indignation against white supremacists”. 

“It wouldn't be the first time”, we wrote, “that trouble -making 
Negroes or Jews bombed or burned their own churches, synagogues, 
union halls, etc. to attract sympathy. The tactic is an old one, , 

Seven months later .(Jan. '59) the American Nationalist offered a 
reward of $250 for “information leading to the arrest and conviction, of 
the persons responsible for the bombing, . . An additional reward of 
$250 (maldng for a total of $500.00) will be posted if the individuals 
guilty of the bombings are revealed to be Jews, or in the pay of Jews”, 
we added. 

This reward was offered, be it noted, at the very moment when 
George Bright, alleged “ringleader” of the “Atlanta Five”, was standing 
trial for the bombing. At that time we again emphasized that the 
dynamiting siniply did not make sense, and that the five “anti-semitic” 
white supremacists accused of the act obviously were being framed. 

“The plain and brutal implication to be drawn from all this”, 
we wrote in the January issue of the American Nationalist, “is that 
the synagogue bombing was the work of Jewish provocateurs. It was, 
so to speak, a Reichstag fire in reverse. This may on first appearance 
seem to be* a wild — even a fantastic — conclusion, but it is not nearly so 
wild as was Eisenhower's almost hysterical denunciation of the non- 
existent Confederate Underground for the act”. 

Subsequently a jury acquitted George Bright of any connection with 
the dynamiting, and at last report he was suing the officials involved for 
false arrest. But the real bombers were never caught and, for that mat- 
ter, the nation's press, in contrast to its previous lavish coverage of the

If you’re still game, let’s go to 
the next article, this one by Dean 
H. Lewis, Division of Evangelism 
of the United Presbyterian Church. 
He too believes iri inter-racial mar- 
riages. 

“Thfefe is nothing”, he simpered, 
“that would keep me from wel- 
coming a Negro as my son-in- 
law. . . Whoever Melinda marries 
will be my ‘son* and I will welcome 
him as such”. . 

Similarly inclined was Richard 
E. Gray, Palm Springs Presbyter- 
ian Church, Hialeah, Florida. 

“I would want my daughter to 
marry a Negro only after I was 
satisfied that she had considered 
the obstacles besetting such a mar- 
riage”, said Mr. Gray. “I would 
make every effort to have her see 
that mixed marriage^ whether it be 
of the interfaith, intercultural, or 
inter-racial variety, has a hard 
row to hoe. . .i But if I were satis- 
fied that my daughter was really

“It is my guess”, he wrote, 
“that advances in, human relations 
will lead to more integration, and 
this inclusiveness will lead to more 
mixed; marriages — and I think this 
is good. . . Yes, I would want my 
child to^marry a Negro. I know the 
Negro to be human, a person in 
need of God’s grace equally with 
me, made with God’s stamp upon 
him and thus equal in respect to 
his rights and his dignity.

rather ‘‘scientific” view of the 
question, and cites numerous ex- 
perts and authorities (among them 
Swedish sociologist Gunnar Myr- 
dal) to prove that’ there is, after 
all, very little* difference between 
the races anyway. Negroes, ac- 
-cording. to. the.,authors,„are just*as., 
intelligent as whites, and have a 
rich cultural heritage. “There were 
great Negfo^ states in Africa when 
Europe was a sparsely settled for- 
est”, they assure us. Moreover, 
they point out that the Declaration 
of^ Human Rights of the United 
Nations .(article 16) guarantees 
that , .. . “men and women of full 
age, without any limitation due to 
race, nationality, or religion shall 
have the right to marry and found 
a family”. ^ 

“When such marriages are con- 
templated or corteumated,” con- 
tinued the Chicago Presbytery, 
“Christian churches and their 
members should assume their 
rightful role toward the couple 
and their cliildren”. . . 

ANALYSIS: The first thing to 
reniember is that the articles re- 
viewed here were not taken from 
an' N.A.A.C.P. source, nor from a 
radical Negro publication, nor even 
from a Comniunist paper; they 
^ wereHiaken ’from an pff iciH"Pres- ' 
byterian periodical.” And although 
the noimal lay Presbyterian does 
not share the same viewpoints 
(and probably does not even know

obwously called for ingenuity on 
the part of American Jewry: — and 
considerable deception. The nece^- 
saiy camouflage has been provided 
by “United Jewish Appeal” (UJA) , 
America's largest single fund rais- 
ing “charity”, whidi since the for- 
mation of Israel in 1948 has pro- 
moted considerably more than oiie 
billion, dcllars in tax-exempt U. S. 
fxmds — ^most of it for Israel. 
[3^;^v:Rrocedure ;has been for UJA 


to raise money dii- the U. S. as a 
tax-exempt dxarity, and then; 
through the Jewish Agency in 
Israel, allocate a specified amount 
each year to the recognized politi- 
cal parties of Israel for their 
“charitable” activities.. , . 

Over the years considerable op- 
position has developed in the U. S. 
to the activities of UJA^ which 
actually functions as an arm of the 
Israeli government for the levying 
of an unofficial tax upon Ameri- 
can Jewry. It has been pointed out 
that relatively little of the $100 
million or so raised in this country 
yearly by UJA is actually spent on 
bona fide charity..and-that-ti ie^bulk 
“(o'f'it' isii^“fo'^usfaanTli^ 
ment of Israel and its economy. 
This being so, the. organization 
does not legitimately qualify for. a 
tax exemption from the U. S. 
Treasury department. 

Of late criticism of UJA's politi- 
cal disbursements has been so 'no- 
lent that the organization has* -at 
long last decided to cease support- 
ing Israel's political parties. Here- 
after, according to *the Jewish 
press, the various parties will have 
to scrounge money in this country 
on their own initiative. Alid since 
(presumably) contributions to 
them will not' be t^ deductible 
(as they are now), they may have 
a hard time getting money. . . 

SIGNIFICANCE: By cutting off 
its support of Israel's political par- 
ties, (a minor part of its expendi- 
tures), organized Jewry clearly 
hopes to retain the tax exemption 
status of United Jewish Appeal, 
now under investigation by the 
^UrS; gdverhxn'eTit. 

The fact remainsi however, that 
the -organization is not essentially 
charitable, and its tax exemption 
privileges should be cancell^ at 
once by the Treasury department* 
As it stands now. United Jewish 
Appeal is not only America's lar- 
g^t single fund raising “charity”, 
but also America's largest ina>me 
tax fraud. , ,

But the people of Little Reck, 
first intimidated; by Federal bayo- 
nets and later by Smith's police 
clubs, did not forget.

Brooks Hays, Negro-catering con- 
gressman from Little Rock,^ was. 
•“beateiT "by ^ writs® candidSTSTT^ 
new mayor of Little Rock was 
elected. . . And finally, editor 
Harry Ashmore turned tail and ran 
to the sanctuary of the Ford Foun- 
dation, where he is currently em- 
ployed. That left Eugene Smith, 
the police chief who had integrated 
Central High. 

Last month Smith broke. De- 
spised by his fellow citizens, and 
with a son in jail for burglary, he 
murdered* his Wife and committed 
suicide. The* idol of tiie integra- 
tibnists, the man who had led 
Negroes into Central High and 
herded whites to jail for protesting, 
was finished. It was a fitting 
end. , .

SPECIAL — One of the most 
fraudulent, and certainly ,one of 
the most pernicious, arguments 
now being used to brainwash the 
American public into submitting 
to compulsory racial Integration is 
the jco n ten tlon, that racial segrega- 
tion deprives Negroes of their 
Constitutional rights. According to 
the Integration crowd, Negroes are 
guaranteed equality by the Declar- 
ation of Independence, by the U.S. 
Constitution and by the Bill of 
Rights, which declare that . . .

Hence, the integrationists contend, 
those who oppose racial Integra- 
tion are not only flaunting the 
Supreme Court, but the Constitu- 
tion itself.

Indeed, 
it is, questionable if the average 
college graduate of today has any 
real conception as to just what is, 
or what Is not, to be found in the 
U.S. Constitution; it is even doubt- 
ful if most of them have any clear 
idea of the relationship between 
the Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution, or of the 
Bill of Rights and the Constitu- 
tion.

Suddenly, In 1954, a brain- 
washed, *allcniorientVd Supreme 
Court ruled that Integration was 
the law of the land, and that Ne- 
groes must hereafter be integrat- 
ed In the schools, in public parks, 
in railways. In recreation areas, In 
public housing— everywhere. The 
Court based Its ruling upon the 
Fourteenth Amendment.

The Court 
didn’t pretend that the Constitu- 
tion or the 14th Amendment read 
differently now than when writ- 
ten; they insisted merely that psy- 
chological knowledge has im- 
proved. In other words, the Court 
did not interpret the Constitution, 
but Freud, and it was on that 
plane of reasoning that they ren- 
dered the infamous "Black Mon- 
day” decision which made racial 
Integration the "law of the land.” 

'SUMMARY: — Today Americans 
ard falsely told that racial inte- 
gration is the law of the land 
and that anyone who opposes it 
is in principle undermining our 
democracy and our Constitution. 
The fact that this nation was 
founded 170 years ago not os a 
"democracy” but as a Republic is 
ignored. Furthermore, the Consti- 
tution, as originally written, made 
a clear distinction between Whites 
and Negroes, and for the first 76 
years of our nationhood the Ne- 
gro’s status under the Constitu- 
tioh was that of a non-citizen.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Believe it or not, the U.S. government Is 
now loaning money to Jews who wish to make investments in Israel. 
This is indeed a unique undertaking, all the more so since American 
business men in tliis country not only must pay taxes to finance such 
nonsense, but also must take their own chances in business without 
benefit of government aid. In other words, if you want to go into busi- 
ness on Main St., U.S.A., you do so at your own risk, but a Jew who 
wants to invest In an enterprise in Tel Aviv can get the U.S. govern- 
ment to underwrite the risk. 

The new scheme was revealed by Jewish Telegraph, agency writer, 
Boris Smolar, whose column appears In scores of Jewtsli newspapers 
throughout tlie countrj'. “The U.S. government has now, without anj’ 
publicity, adopted a ^policy of stimulating American investments in 
Israel,” wrote Smolar. “The policy provides for giving American loans 
to private firms willing to make Investments in Israel.” 

Smoiar reported that American Jewish investments in Israel since 
1948 have thus for totaled about 590,000,000. With U.S. government loans 
for the asking, It is expected that American Jews will step up their 
Israeli investments considerably in the near future. 

Meanwhile, the government of Israel has come up with a new gim- 
mick whereby U.S. Jewish groups may purchase Israel bonds on a tax- 
free basis.

' operation has been performed in tens, of thousands of cases in the 
k| past years, and if inflicted upon a normal person will unquestionably 
u destroy his mind and personality, transforming him into an harmless 
c "zombie". If that sounds too incredible to believe just read some 

^ of the rabid mouthings in the Jewish press on the subject of "anti- 

semites" and the need for giving them psychiatric "treatment",.. 

There i s only one wav I can protect myself and that is in the 
courts. With adequate legal counsel I can beat these charges. But 
if I am obliged to stand trial without counsel (or with a public 
defender) I stand no chance whatever against the combined legal re- 
sources of the massive legal machinery of the state of California, 
which is controlled by the Jewish attorney-general, Stanley Mosk.

^ear Friend & Patr^K:- * ^ ■" 

It has been five long months since I last wrote you. Possibly you 
have wondered — as have many others — just what happened to me. This 
is what really happened to the American Nationalist . 

In my last letter (in September) I r^orted to you that I faced the 
prospect of arrest and warned that if that occurred the American Nation - 
alist would be closed down. . .finished. , .destroyed. That is precisely 
what did happen 1 

' Space will not permit a detailed account of everything that trans- 
pired, The chain of events started when I was arrested on a trumped 
up and contrived charge of (believe it or not) wetting a stranger with 
a garden hose. The following day I was again arrested on the far-fetched 
charge of "assaulting” this same provocateur (although prior to this I 
had never seen the man before in my life). 

As an outcome of these and other trixmped up charges I was thrown 
into jail and kept' there 45 days under the most primitive and brutal 
conditions imaginable. I was kept that long, in jail, be it emphasized, 
because of the treachery of mv own lawyer I This particular attorney, 
who styles himself as a patriot and who has received generous publicity 
in the American Nationalist over the years, betrayed me. He and his 
thieving law partner (and another attorney they brought into the case) 
stripped me of every penny of my liquid assets and left me destitute 
and helpless (and in a filthy jail) in a distant and strange city. 

They took mv car , my money and personal possessions,. Not content 
with that, one of them placed an attachment against the remainder of 
my possessions, thereby making it almost impossible for me to hire an- 
other lawyer — or make bail . This happened, mind you, because I trusted 
this lawyer and regarded him as a patriot, I know now that he is an 
avaricious, bloated hypocrite whose greed for money (and his cowardice) 
far outweighs whatever patriotism and loyalty he may once have had, 

I shall not describe the struggle ^ went through to gain my freedom 
but will only say that after six weeks I managed to get word of my 
plight to my father in Dallas, Texas. Despite a severe heart condition 
he immediately flew to San Francisco and obtained my release. Four days 
later he died — of an heart attack. 

These are but some of the things which have occurred in the last 
few months. I have described them in some detail because they explain 
why the American Nationalist suspended publication. Since you last 
heard from me our printing presses (botli of them) have been siezed; the 
office in Inglewood has been closed. Only our files and other records 
have remained intact ^-and this only because a great and good patriot 
in Los Angeles held them in safe-keeping dxiring all this time. For that 
reason not a single one of our records fell into unfriendly hands; not 
3- single name on our subscriber list was revealed to outsiders. 

Now I face the formidable task of starting- my publication work anew — 
a job made doubly difficult by the fact that I am under fire, and further 
complicated because I have neither the printing equipment nor the funds 
With Which to opei-^ ft 

There are those Sirho would regard these odds as insurmour^ble , I am 
not among theml Eigh t years ago when I first started the American Nat - 
ionalist the odds were' 'equaTly as" great. Then, as now, I had no print- 
ing press, no.. Equipment -of any kind. And yet the American Nationalist 
became one of the-H3utstahdihgV'piabli cations in. this field. It was rated ^ 


Anti-Defamati^KLeague and similar sgestap^^ources ) '^s' b'&ngj 
among the ton three diiPributors of Nationalist IjPPrature in the' Uni-ted^ 
States. We printed soi&e of 'thd -most effective literature ever put out 
on the Jewish question and the integration problem. Our literature 
found its way into eVery corner of the land — int,p every state and every 
community. I apologize to no man for the job I did. 

The big job now is to get back into operation. To accomplish that 
I need funds not only for operating expenses, but also to defend my- 
self against the charges still pending against me — charges which could 
send me to prison. Bear in mind that the attorney-general of California 
is a Jew by the name of Mosk . Remember also that the legal apparatus 
in this state is crawling with Jews, and that every single one is aching 
to see Prank Britton put behind bars where he will never again write or 
publish another article concerning the Jewish question. This is not an 
exageration; it is a simple statement of fact. Unless _! get support . 
and quickly, I’m going to be railroaded to prisonl 

As a well-informed patriot you know the danger which faces every 

leader of this movement. And as a subscriber of the American Nationalist 

you must also know by now that 1 am not a quitter, I have no intention 
• whatever of being intimidated by the situation or laying down on the job. 
I’ll fight this battle to the bitter end. So long as I have the strength 
to hold a pen. I’ll write the truth; so long as I have brpath in my body, 
I’ll speak the truth; so long as printer’s ink will print.. I’ll print the 
truth. I’ll never quit. If I do go down. I’ll go down fighting I 

But I do hope I don’t have to face the battle alone, I hope you’ll 
stand by me loyally and faithfully as I face this most crucial battle of 
' my life. I hope you will sustain me and help me with your financial Sup- 
port in this critical and dire, emergency. 

I am asking every patriot who receives this letter, and who truly be -
